HIRAM JOHNSON 
WARNS HARDING 


California Senator Says 
G. O. P. Nominee Must 
Fight Wilson League or 
There Will Be Trouble. 


Boston, July 19.—Senator Hiram 
Johnson, of California, in a letter 
to Bancroft Abbott, leader of the 
Johnson forces in the pre-conven- 
tion campaign in this state, which 
was made public tonight, said that 
if Senator Harding, in his speech 
of acceptance of the republican) 
nomination for the . 
should “honestly, frankly and cour- 
ageously take his position in favor 
of the Americanism that is ours,” 
he could “cheerfully and enthusias- 
tically go forward with the repub- 
lican party.” 

If, in his speech of acceptance, 
“he should evade the issue,” Sen- 
ator Johnson added, “a most diffi- 
cult situation will be. presented to 
men like myself.” 

The republican platform plank 
on the league of nations, Senator 
Johnson said, “was not such as I 
would have written, but, neverthe- 
less, its language seemed to me 
capable of but one construction. 

“The big issue, which has en- 
grossed me for so long and which 
has become a part of my life, seems 
to have been met by both plat- 
forms, the republicans assuming 
the position I have taken * the 
first, and the democrats the con- 
trary position in favor of the 
league, 

„Under these circumstances, it 
seems to me that men who viewed 
this overshadowing issue as I did 
could consistently follow but one 
course and that was the acceptance 
of the party opposing the league 
and opposition to the party approv- 
ing it. 

1 do not wish you to think for 
one instant that I am unmindful of 
the conditions which obtained at 
Chicago, or the system which we 
saw, in its ugly nakedness, exem- 
lified there; nor do I forget the 
men who represented that system. 

“Because of the big thing, I am 
willing for a period to declare a 
truce upon these men, but you may 
be certain that in the short time I 
shall remain in public life, my 
work henceforth will be to attack 
the system,and to hold ‘up to public 
obloquoy the men who have fonnded 
such a cynical and contemptuous 
disregard of the expressed will of 
the people.”

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POLES ON THE RUN, 
RUSSIANS REJECT 
PEAGE PROPOSALS 


Reply to Soviet Govern- 
ment Unfavorable to the 
Suggestions Put For- 
ward by Great Britain. 


TONE OF THE ANSWER 
SAID TO BE SARCASTIC 


Soviet Regime Seems to 
Be Trying to Split Po- 
land From Allies—Bol- 
shevik Forces Continue 
Advance. 


London, July 20.—The reply of 
the Russian soviet government to 
the British note concérning an 
armistice with Poland rejects in 
substance the British peace pro- 
posals, according to the London 
Times, which today publishes a 
summary of the soviet answer. 

The document is a very lengthy 
one and the Times assures that it 
will soon be published by the gov- 
ernment. 
The bolsheviki decline to come 
to London for the suggested peace 
conference, according to the Times, 
because they say Great Britain is 
not impartial. The also object to 
the admission to the conference of 
delegates from the Baltic states, 
saying Russia already has made 
peace with them. 

As to Poland, the bolshevik gov- 
ernment points out that the pro- 
posed armistice line is unfair to 
Poland, and that with direct nego- 
tiations the bolsheviki are prepared 
to grant Poland a. much more fa- 
vorable frontier. 

The bolsheviki reply refuses flat- 
ly to entertain any conditions re- 
garding the forces of General 
Wrangel and the refugees in south 
Russia and demands the_uncondi- 
tional surrender of these. 

The tone of the reply is sarcastic, 
gays the Times which declares it 
is aimed at driving a wedge de- 
tween. Poland and the allies by 
stimulating Polish dissatisfaction 
with the British. proposal. The 
Times adds that it believes the re- 
ply will make it more difficult for 
Great Britain to enter into trade re- 
lations with Russia. 

BOLSHEVIK! CONTINUE 
TO DRIVE THE POLES. 

Warsaw. July 19.— (By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The bolsheviki, in 
their westward rush, have reached 
the vicfnity of. the former Russo- 
German battle line on the western 
edge of the Pripet marshes. Here 
the Poles are making a stand, and 
heavy fighting is in progress at 
various points. 

The Poles are withdrawing from 
the railway function of Lida, which 
has been occupied by the bolshe- 
viki, 

This bolshevik sweep across Li- 
thuania is giving the soviet force 
possession of a rich harvest, as th¢y 
are occupying thousands of acnes 
planted by the Poles, the grain and 
hay now standing in stacks. The 
Polish population is fleeing befdre 
the bolshev.k onrush. ~w 

Martial law was proclaimed along 
the Polish-German frontier after the 
Polish military had stopped a de- 
tachment of thirty uniformed Ger- 
mans who were endeavoring to 


cross the frontier west of Posen. 
The proclamation also followed the 
arrest of a number of communists 
in Posen who were accused of 
placarding the city with signs read- 
ing: “Poland will fall.” 

It was said that the communists 
were sympathizers with a German 
faction which designed to seize 
Pozen if the bolsheviki should 
threaten Warsaw. Within the last 
ew days communists have been ar- 
rested at Warsaw. Lemberg and

REGISTER TODAY 
OR NOT AT ALL 


Five hundred and  ninety-one 
women paid the required fee of $1 
and registered Monday to vote in 
the city primary of July 28. This 
was banner day by far since the 
packs opened and brings the total 
registration of women to 1,202. 

The registration books are in the 
office of City Clerk Walter Taylor 
at city hall and the time limit for 
women to register expires this aft- 
ernoon at 5 o’clock. Failure to 
register by this hour will mean loss 
of the privilege to vote in the elec- 
tion. The total registration to date 
is still less than one-third that of 
last year when 3,700 women quali- 
fied to participate in the primary.

Stories that appear to be well 
founded are found in the papers to- 
day explaining that young Joachim 
was the victim of the curse of drink 
that ran through the whole Hohen- 
zollern family. Close friends of the 
family say, however, that the young 
prince went off on a tangent fol- 
lowing the terrific shock to his 
nerves received when a shell ex- 
ploded near him. That was in 1915, 
and then, friends say, up to that.

ing the present state law 80 ag to 
make these concerns pay au annual 
tax of % of 1 per cent on the price 
of each gallon sold, instead of K of 
1 per cent, as the old law read. 

The present law reads that these 
concerns pay tax only on the amount 
of the business whichthey transact 
in this state, whereas, it was stated 
that a number of Georgia concerns 
sell thousands of dollars’ worth of 
this class of goods each year for 
shipment outside the state, and this 
business will also be taxed if the 
amendment passes. 

This amendment to the tax law, 
it was stated, was for the purpose ot 
increasing the tax returns from 
those firms which heretofore have 
done a tremendous business in man- 
ufacturing these products in Georgia 
And have shipped almost entirely 
oufside the state. It was mentioned, 
in this connection, that the Coca- 
Cola Bottling company was return- 
ing a tax of only a few thousand 
dollars, wheras legislators believed 
this company should pay many 
thousands. Comptroller General 
Wright was quoted as having said 
that he was -amazed to see how 
poorly the law really applied to the 
cases which its provisions were in- 
tended to reach. 

The Afri-Cola company was said 
to have returned a tax of less than 
one dollar on the last return. 

Another check was placed on the 
lobbyists, or “legislative agents,” as 
they have been termed, when the 
tax was increased‘ from $25 to $159. 
The act defining legislative agents 
was passed August 11, 1911. 

The occupational tax charged to 
loan company agents was changed 
to include the loan companies them- 
selves as well as the agents. 

In an effort to block the efforts of 
the labor recruiters which have 
flooded Georgia in the past, an 
amendment was adopted to the pres- 
ent tax law covering employment 
agencies making it read that this 
law shall provide tnat taey are not 
to recruit labor for shipment dut- 
side the state. 

The report of the supcommittee on 
taxing fortune tellers was adopted, 
changing the tax from 325 to $500. 
Mr. Hendrix of Fulton county ad- 
vocated the passage of this amend- 
ment, speaking of the conditions 
which have prevailed in and around 


Atlanta. A motion to make the tax 
$1,000 was lost. 
Amentidment Defeated. 

The amendment to change the tax 
on oil filling stations by levying a 
general tax of $25 was killed, «at 
being the consensus of opinion that 
this would work a hardship on the 
owner of the smal¥Tilling stations in 
country places. 

Advertisers who use billboards 
will be taxed regardless of the man- 
ner in which the advertisement is. 
attached to the billboard. The old 
law read that this tax was to apply 
only in cases where advertisements 
were pasted on billboards. 2 

The tax on garages was fixed to 
read as follows: Cities of 35,000 pop- 
ulation or over, $25; 20,000 to 35,000 
population, $15; 10,000 to 20,000, $19; 
1.000 to 10,000, $5. Taxicab drivers 
in towns up to 1,000, a tax of $5, and 
those in towns. of 35,000 or over, $3 
for each car.

Reports from Graham state that 
nobody seems to know just why the 
gunnérs opened fire, and denial is 
made that there was any concerted 
attempt to storm the jail, around 
which é¢rowds: have gathered since 
early Sunday morning,when blood- 
hounds trailed from the home of the 
woman attacked to a servant's house 
at Rainey hospital, nearby, and the 
three negroes were found in bed to- 
gether, arrested and placed in jail. 

Citizens during Sunday persuaded 
the crowds not to attack the jail, 
until a machine gun company ar- 
rived from Durham at orders of Gov- 
ernor T. W. Bickett, who instructed 
them to shoot and shoot straight, if 
the necessity arose. 

Crowds Gathered. 

Crowds stayed around teh jail until 
nearly daylight this morning, and 
then dispersed and the day passed 
very quietly, the officials late to- 
day expecting no further trouble. 
Tonight, with teh street lights out, 
a crowd appeared to have gathered 
near the jail, and for some reason, 
not yet clear, fire was opened by the 
the machine, gunners. 

After the shooting, all the sol- 
diers were withdrawn with their 
guns outside the building and are 
now on guard within the prison. 
Reports late tonight state that the 
crowds are rapidly diminishing and 
offcials declared they expected no 
further trouble tonight. They have 
not yet ascertained, it is stated, 
which of the three men held is the 
man wanted, or that any one of 
them is guilty, but it is said there 
is reason to believe that one of 
the trio is the criminal.

DESPERATE FIGHTING 
' THROUGHOUT NIGHT 


Total Casualties Exceed 
One Hundred — Several 
Young Girls Were Hit 
by the Flying Bullets. 


Cork, July 19.—By the Associated 
Press.)—Two military lorries load- 
ed with soldiers, which passed 
through the streets of Cork at 38 
o’clock this morning, were attacked 
by civilians with bombs and blown 
up. Between sixty and seventy sol- 
diers were injured. The civilians 
threw twenty-nine bombs. 

This attack followed a night of ter- 
ror into which the city was plunged 
as a result of street fighting in 
which Sinn Feiners and the military 
participated. Two men were killed 
and some forty were wounded in 


total casualties well over the hun- 
dred mark. 

The Sinn Feiners used the guer- 
Ulla tactics which had been outlined 
in the plan of campaign of the re- 
publican army. 

The fighting broke out after a 
bayonetting incident in the streev 
in which a former soldier was 
killed, About 10 p. m. indiscrim- 
inate firing started in virtually all 
sections of.the city.. 

The firing, which was participated 
in, it is stated, by military patrols 
in motor lorries and r Ae 
eaused consternation. Frig ned 
women and children hurried into 
side streets and door ways.  Volun- 
teer patrols went to their assist- 
ance, but several young girls and 
former soldiers already had been hit 
by flying bullets. 

The tush of civillan@ from the 
principal streets was followéd by 
the volunteers, who warned. the 
people to lie down while the volun- 
teer guards watched the movements 
of the armored cars. 

Notice From Sinn Fein. 

When the court of aSsizes opened 
here today only twelve of the 296 
jurors were’ present and the court 
was deserted except for the police 
and military officials. Also it was 
necessary to postpone the inquest 
into the death of Commissioner 
Smyth, of the Royal Irish constab- 
ulary, who was killed late Satur- 
day night in the country club, ow- 
ing to the inability to secure ju- 
rors.

M aue Musicians 
Are Given Notice 
Of Their Lay-Off 


All orchestra musitians at Atlanta 
motion picture theaters were given 
the customary two weeks’ notice on 
Saturday night, the various manage- 
ments having decided to dispense 
with their services as a result of 
their refusal to accept in toto the 


proposal of the musicians in the 
matter of the advanced scale 
adopted recently by the Atlanta lo- 
cal of the American Federation of 
Musicians. 

Local vaudeville and _ tabloid 
houses and three — theaters, 
where organists only are employed, 
are not affected. The scale which 
has been in force heretofore, it is 
stated, provided for a wage of $31.50 
er week, on à basis of about five 
ours’ actual playing time, while 
the new scale calls for $40 per week 
and four and a half hours’ playing 
time. The effect of the proposed 
reduction in daily hours of playing 
time, according to the managers, 
would mean wage increases of 64 
perc ent, instead of about 30 per 
cent, inasmuch as the new scale 
called for time and a half after four 
and a half hours of playing time. 

The theaters must have music for 
about five and a half hours a day, 
the managers say, and the result 
would be that in using the orches- 
tras for the extra hour, at the over- 
time rate, the musicians would earn 
$53.80 a week, instead of $40.

“It is claimed by some that in- 
junctions should not issue in labor 
cases. This is an extreme view and 
is not supported by a reasonable 
consideration of the evils of abol- 
ishing such a remedy. As hereto- 
fore suggested, some of the acts of 
the defendants described in the 
complaint constitute a crime under 
the penal statutes of the state. The 
defendants who have violated any of 
these provisions of the statutes are 
liable to criminal prosecution there- 
for, but this remedy can be resort- 
ed to only after the commission of 
the offense and after tnjury has 
been done. It is far more rationa] 
to prevent the commission of these 
acts when they may be reasonabl 
apprehended than to wait to punis 
the offender after some _ serious 
damage to life or property has been 
one.” 


The decision has the following to 
say with reference to fair play in 
industrial controversies: 15 

“The course pursued by the de- 

fendants as described in the 
plaint is the substitution of the doc- 
trine of rule or ruin, upon which 
no genuine progress in industrial 
affairs can be achieved for the 
principle ef right and reason, upon 
which alone real advancement can 
be attained. There must an 
exemplifieation on all sides of the 
ssence of fair play and justice in 
labor matters, a recognition of re- 
ciprocal rights and a return to the 
spirit of law and order if there js 
to be a true solution of the indus- 
trial problems that confront. the 
present age.” 
The injunction prohibits the shoe- 
workers from unlawfully interfer- 
ing with employees of the D. B. 
Coon company of this city.

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FOREIGNERS I CHINA 


Washington, July 19.—Apprehen-- 
sion as to the safety of foreigners 
in Crine resulting hrom the Fisting 
in progress between the forces 0 
the two rival factions was lessened 
today by advices recetved by the 
state department from the Ameri- 
can legation at Peking. : 

General Wang. commanding the 
forces in Peking. the advices said, 
has taken measures to protect. 
Americans and other foreigners, 
while reports to the legation at 
Tien-tsin and other points in the 
zone of military activity indicates 
a disposition by leaders of both fac- 
tions to respect the foreign col 
onies. 

There are in the capital and at 
Tien-tsin approximately six hun-. 
dred American civilians. The rein- 
forced American military strength 
in Peking is 425 marines, which, 
added to the combined alHed force, 
including that of Japan, will, it Is 
believed here, be-sufficient, to re- 
duct a2 disorder that might occur. 
It is assumed that the only danger 
foreigners might incur would be 
due to their wandering beyond the 
boundaries of the foreign conces- 
sions and then only at the hands of 
scattered groups, since both fac- 
tions have signified their intentions 
to do all in their power to protect 
foreign interests. 


It was explained unoicially to- 
day that action by any of the pow- 
ers represented is exceedingly un- 
likely so long as the factions con- 
fine themselves to operations that 
do not endanger foreigners and that 
leave open the road from Peking 
wishing to leave the country.

CAUSES GERMANS JO 


Hamburg, July 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—As further partic- 
ulars came to light regarding the 
agreement between the Hamburg- 
American Steamship: company and 
the American Ship and Commerce 
corporation, by which the former 
German trade routes are to be open- 
ed to American shipping, the belief 
is deepening in shipping and finan- 
cial circles here that it constitutes 
one of the most momentous events 
for Germany since the war. 

Through it the Germans see the 
means of regaining touch with the 
outside world and an opportunity 
for Hamburg to re-establish a sem- 
blance, at least, of its former po- 
‘sition as a great port. 

But apart from the commercial 
beneficials expected, the Germans at- 
tach much political significance to 
the agreement. This was empha- 
sized today by Wilhelm Cuno, gen- 
eral manager of the Hamburg- 
American line, who in an inter- 
view with the Associated Press, de- 
clared: 

“I call your especial attention to 
the fact that the agreement must 
not ont be donsidered from a busi- 
ness viewpoint, but must be re- 
garded as a trial at re-establish- 
ing good relations between the two 
countries. The way we have taken 
will be the only possible one to re- 
sume relations between Germany 
and foreign countries in near 
future.” 


Herr Cuno Talks. 


Herr Cuno stated that the Spa 
conference supplied the best proof 
that co-operation of nations cannot 
be effected by a victorious govern- 
ment dictating decrees to a beaten 
government.” 

“The experience of our negotia- 
tions with the United States con- 
kiems this,” continued Herr Cuno. 
“From the first day we took up 
discussions with the full knowledge 
that this first renewal of friendiy 
relations on an important and vital 
7 would have to be sincere and 

inding.“ ; 

Herr Cuno said he was satisfied 
the agreement would prove a suc- 
eess, believing it would be the re- 
opening of peaceful working rela- 
tions between the two countries. 
| It is understood there is no foun- 
dation for reports printed in Ger- 
man newspaprs that American ships 
would be placed at the Hamburg- 
American line’s disposal. 

That a huge shipbuilding pro- 
gram is contemplated not only by 
the Hamburg-American company, 
but by other German lines, is evi- 
denced by preparations now in 
progress. It is learned a meeting 
twill be held thiy week between the 
principal shipbuilding concerns and 
steel manufacturers to discuss the 
amount of material available in 
Germany for new construction. It 
is believed if the conference dis- 
closes that sufficient material can 
not be had, arrangements will be 
made to import American steel. 
which at the present rate of ex- 
change, can be laid down cheaper 
than the German product. 

Meantime, on the lower end of 
Hamburg harbor, a new shipbuild- 
ing plant, which, it is said, is des-, 
tined to be the largest in Europe, 
is nearing completion. The Ham- 
burg-American line is One of the 
principal stockholders in this con- 
cern, which will begin operations 
within eighteen days and facilities 
for quickly doubling its capacity. 


Agreement to Be Published. 


Washington. July 19.—Final de- 
tails of the agreement between tae 
Hamburg-American line and the 
American Ship and Commerce cor- 
poration, have not yet been worked 
out, Chairman Benson, of the shin- 
ping baord, said today, but as soon 
as they are the agreement will be 
made public, so that the country 
may know what is to be wider- 
taken by the two concerns. It ts 
contemplated, the chairman said, to 
allow Germany to reconstruct her 
shipping trade or a fifty-fifty basis.
